it is stated by: Chinese circles that 
the alleged agrcemants were sub- 
mitted to Mr. Wang Ching-wel at a 
time when the Japanese are said to 
have presented a draft agreement to

ese’ relations." ‘They further assert 
that all the agreements received the 
approval of Mr. Wong Ching-wel. 

“Complete Control” 

Chinese newspapers declare that. 
the alleged agreements give the 
Japanese complete control of natural 
Fesources, mines, railways, aviation, 
the telegraph, the wireless, the tele- 
phone, water, power and all economic, 
Industrial and public works and en- 
terprises in Chi 

‘The alleged agreements will not 
‘only give the Japanese economic 
monopoly in Central China, the 
Papers assert, but will also have very 
far-reaching military importance. 

‘They stress that the alleged agree- 
‘ments’ will prevent the participation 
Of third Power interests in economic 
and industria enterprises in Contral 
China. 

Tt fs also emphasized that the al~ 
leged agreements not only will pre- 
sent future participation by third 
Powers in economle and industrial 
‘enterprises in Central China, but will 
destroy the existing interests of third 
Powers in that area. .

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THE RATES INCREASE 
Feb, 28. 

The announcement by the ‘Municipal 
Council that it will be necessary to secure 
the consent of the ratepayers at the next 
inuual meeting to an inerease in the yoneral 
rate, speelal rate and the land tax of 50 
per eent, has been received with mixed 
feelings. ‘That was inevitable, and those 
addicted to criticism of the Shanghai Muni~ 
cipal Counell whether justifiable or not, will 
to place responsibility for the need of 
inerease at the Councit's door. That is 
not wholly fair, for the fact of the matter 
fg that had it not been for the fall in ex- 
change last year’s budget would have 
‘balanced, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve given the same state of affairs that 
this year’s budget would also have done so. 
‘That’ substantial increases would have to be 
made in the rates has been realized ever 
since 1931, and it was only the profit on the 
vale of the electricity department which per= 
mitted of their being maintained at levels 
which are still very Jow as compared with 
those levied in other cities of similar size 
‘and importance in other parts of the world. 
It will be recalled that when it was first 
proposed to use the profits of that sale for 
the purpose first of reducing the rates tem~ 
porarily, and afterwards for maintaining them 
nt a low level until the last year or so, the 
proposal was criticized, but the ratepayers 
took no action. ‘Their failure to do so leaves 
the responsibility with them, and not with 
the present municipal couneil nor any of its 
predecessors. When the council of 1932 
decided to make the arrangements it did, they 
wore justified in believing that Shanghai 
would continue Its normal rate of progress, 
which humanly speaking it had every right 
to expect. They were justified by the growth 
of progress and prosperity which improved 
yearly until the catastrophe of 1937 fell upon 
the city, for it will be remembered that up 
10 the time of the outbreak of hostilities 
round Shanghal this elty was experiencing 
what would otherwise have proved to be 
record year for trade, 


‘The advent of those hostilities threw a 
Jarye additional burden upon the revenues 
of the settlement, but even then there was 
not the slightest reason to doubt that as long 
fs exchange remained where it was the 
nnecds of the community could be met and 
the budget properly balanced. From a dol- 
lar at 1s. 2d, there has been ‘a constant fall 
until the rate is only about 30 per cent. of 
that sum, and the present tragie state of 
affairs is ‘direetly attributable to that redue- 
tion. It is an interesting fact, one which 
it iy important to remember that, even if the 
rate had remained at 8d. last year's budget 
could have beon balanced. Unfortunately it 
did not, and the time has come when it is 
imperatively necessary to put the Interna~ 
tional Settlement’s financial house in order. 
That can only be done now by the raising 
of a Jon, and in this connection it has to be 
vemembered that the lenders of money are 
not likely (o be attracted: to invest in a 
municipality which does not, or cannot bal= 
aanee its budget, for in the very fact of bal- 
ancing lies the investor's safest security. 
Added to that there is the further require- 
ment that the municipality shall follow the 
policy of effecting every practicable economy. 
It is a pleasing feature of recent years that 
the Couneil has shown a greater readiness 
to investigate suggested economies than was 

ipparent only a few years ayo, and it is 

jeved that a continuance of that policy 
will serve to maintain that confidence whieh 
is so necessary if investors are to be attracted 
towards giving that assistance whieh is now so 
necessary. During the next three weeks com-

Shanghai 
with the present suxxested increase hardly 
ins to half that ratio, so that even now 
international Settlement can be reyarded 
with justice as a cheaply run municipali 
It is unfortunate that so

Js consequently no more than an exh 
of ex post facto wisdom now to argue 
what the Couneil could, or should tave done 
in anticipation of the ‘disasters which h 
befallen the port and affords no wei 
contribution towards the solving of the very 
serious problems with which it is now con~ 
fronted, ‘The fact of the necessity of this 
crease should be no ground for pessimism. 
‘The manner In which Shanghai has stood 
up under the heavy blows of the present 
decade, the recovery which it made after 
the 1932 troubles and the manner in which it 
has carried on during the past two-and: 
halt years ore amply demonstrative of the 
resiliency of the place. There is no reason 
whatever to suppose that the proposed in- 
erease will in any way diminish Shanghai's 
recuperative powers, but every possi 
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manner that it will be worthy of that enorm= 
ous eredit which it has enjoyed in the past 
and which it should enjoy again in the future. 
In the circumstances the dicision of 
Council {0 ask for this increase is a wise and 
prudent one, for, obviously, if matters were 
allowed to ‘worsen the task of recovery 
would become all the more dificult.

NEED FOR ACTION 


March 





‘The announcement that 
Municipal Council has given consider 
a stheme of price control for the Interr 
tional Settlement along lines that ha 
ready been announced by the authi 
the French Coneession, and that 
committee has been appointed to c 
practicability of any such scheme is indeed 
welcome news. It is to be hoped that the 
deliberations of the committee will not be 
unduly prolonged, and that when they have 
concluded their deliberations their finding 
will be in favour of instituting some sort of 
control. It is a regrettable fact that since 
the suggestion was frst mooted there has 
been no improvement in the price situation 
which has if anything worsened. ‘There is 
the evidence necessary in existence to 
how that speedy action is essential, for 
with the outbreak of Jabour troubles whieh 
has been noticed this week it has become 
apparent that the dinger point is rapidly 
coming nearer, and that the possibility of 
disorder is daily-inereasing. ‘There are signs 
‘and portents to be seen on the streets by the 
most casual observer. ‘The theft of coal and 
rige from lorries passing through the streets, 
and that singularly enough by women is 
highly significant. ‘Thefts of this sort by 
hoys and young men is, and has been com- 
mon enough, but it is rarely that gangs of 
women have been scen indulging "in this 
form of petty peculation, and the fact that 
they are doing this sort of thing is in itself but 
another indication of the growing serious: 
ness of the situation. Similar significance 
to be attached to the various strikes which 
have been reported and which are likely to 
become more frequent unless something can 
be done to bring the cost of living down to 
levels which the masses can afford to pay. 
‘The reported demands of strikers include 
requests not only for increases in wages but 
allowances for rice to cover the difference 
between normal prices and the large sums 
which are now being demanded for that 
staple, Unless something can be done and 
that speedily the position which is already 
bad may be confidently expected to de 
teriorate. 

‘The excellent ead which the French 
wuthorities have given the rest of Shanghai, 
and the endorsement which has been given 
to such a scheme by Mr. Fu Siso-en shoukt 
serve fo set at rest any doubts concerning 
the legality of any such scheme being applied 
by the Shanghai Municipal Council, ‘The 
Jurisdiction of the Council, it is true, was 
originally very narrowly defined. Since that 
was done there has been an ever-widening 
conception of what the Council could or 
should do, and there is plenty of support 
Tor the view that to be bound by such narrow 
Ideas at a time like this would be to defeat 
the whole object of the Council's existence. 
It is sufficient to enunciate the doctrine that 
it is the duty of the Municipal Council to 
‘maintain good order in the Settlement. ‘That 
responsibility is twofold.

WHY NOT A LOTTERY ? 


March 3. 


11 is reliably reported that a proposal was. 
recently made to the Shanghal Municipal 
Council to investigate the possibility and 
desirability of inaugurating a municipal 
lottery in Shanghai. ‘The project is intended 
not so much to alleviate the financial dificul- 
ties existing at the present time, due chiefly 
to th in exchange, but with the future 
progress and prosperity of the city in view. 

For the moment the Council may tide 
over its difficulties by the proposed increase 
in rates and the Issue of a ten million loan, 
but whether this will be suflicient to meet 
the fulure requirements of Shanghai if its 
lure progress is to be assured is problema- 
tical. After nearly three years of war, 
stagnation of trade, stoppage of building 
activity and public works operations, and a 
ueneral retrogression, a large and continuous 
Inflow of money will be needed to meet 
municipal expenses and to cope with the 
hormal conditions which it is generally 
hoped are approaching. 

‘Times change, and to those who might 
argue that, as years ago the Council of those 
days set their faces against lotteries in any 
shape or form, they can hardly support one 
now, it may be retorted that “times daily 
change and we likewise in them." Lotteries 
differ from other forms of speculation, such 
as the stock exchange, racing and other pur= 
suits in whieh chance plays the larger part, 
in that the investment is small and cannot 
be made a matter of credit. Fortunes can- 
hot be Jost in them as in other forms of 
‘speculation. In fact most countries in the 
world have experimented with state or 
‘municipal lotteries and the latest to announce 
its intention of doing so is Japan. Even that 
delightful, but by some considered unduly 
conservative, colony of Hongkong, actually 
hhad the temerity to throw open their Iast 
ruce lotteries to the public in aid of the 
Central War Fund and Hospitals, and with 
huge success,

NO PEACE PROSPECTS 
March 4. 


If the reports appearing in the newspapers 
of the United States concerning Mr. Sumner 
Welles's visit to Berlin, purporting to state 
what is the attitude of the German Govern- 
ment towards the war are correct, and prima 
facie they certainly seem to be, then the six 
months which have passed sinee the com- 
mencement of hostilities is merely the pre- 
Jude to a predatory war which Germany 
thrust upon Europe by her invasion of Po- 
land. ‘The responsibility for this present 
struggle has, in the opinion of the whole of 
the world with the exception of Germany 
itsclf, been fairly and squarely placed upon 
the shoulders of the Reich, and, if the various 
speeches of the Nazi leaders have not made 
it clear, the statements reported to have been 
made to President Roosevelt's representatives 
most certainly have, they are out on a war. 
‘of conquest with the idea of smashing the 
Allies, and destroying the British Empire. 
It is reported that both Herr Hitler and his 
evil genius Herr von Ribbentrop told Mr. 
Welles that Germany's minimum terms re- 
quired the Allied recognition of the Reich's 
conquests by foree, and the world’s agree- 
ment to the German doctrine of tebewsraum. 
‘There is a possibility that this implacable 
altitude has been adopted by the Reich 
leaders for the purpose of impressing the 
world with their determination and might. 
‘There is about German declarations a sus- 
picion that there is far too much protestation, 
‘and that this exhibition of implacability is, 
Just as much to hearten themselves, and their 
nationals as it is to impress the ‘Allies. If 
it is designed to shake the morale of the 
Allies it will fail of its purpose. It might 
‘serve to intimidate the neutrals unfortunate 
enough to be adjacent to Germany, and indeed 
may be confidently expected to do so, but as 
they have already been intimidated too much 
it is doubtful whether this new display 
will produce any greater effect than has 
been secured up to the present. The prob- 
ability is that these declarations will only 
serve to prolong it, and to emphasize for 
their especial benefit that the unscrupulous 
people dominating Germany at the moment 
fare definitely embarked upon a programme 
‘of destroying the democracies, including, of 
‘course, the neutrals themselves. 

‘These German clucubrations have to be 
placed in thelr proper perspective, by the 
Allies as well as the neutrals. It is not so 
very Jong ago when similar utterances were 
frequently made by the rulers of imperial 
Germany. They also were prepared to fight 
to the last ditch. They did, and the result 
was the disastrous military defeat which was 
inflicted upon them in all theatres of war. 
The Allies are equally prepared to fight to 
the last ditch in this struggle ; the declared 
intentions of the Reich make it necessary 
for them to do so, if they ever expect 10 
continue separate and individual existences, 
They are inspired with the determination 
that the struggle shall result in their emerg~ 
ence victorious, and that the world shall be 
saved from the shackles which the Nazis 
Jopenly desire to fasten on it. American 
ress reports are to the effect that the Welles- 
Hitler meeting brought to the fore the Ger- 
‘man determination to destroy alleged British 
hegemony. It has to be admitted that in 
the Empire British hegemony exists. But it 
is a beneficient leadership of one state in 
a confederacy of states going to form the 
commonwealth, and the Gorman desire to 
destroy it is all part and parcel of the general 
[scheme to reduce Europe and the world to 
a condition of servitude to German ideas. 
The destruction of the British empire and 
the substitution, therefore, of a German, would 
bbe one of the greatest tragedies in thi 
of the world. It would mean that Europe 
vould have to retrace its steps back to the 
brutalities and bestialities of the dark ages, 
the triumph of evil over good and the nega 
tion of all those liberties for which mankind 
has made a bitter struggle throughout the 
centuries.

have made it plain that nothing but the 
ultimate reduction of the whole world to 
their overweening ambitions can satisfy them.

Allied and German war aims 
jare ‘so far that there is no apparent 
likelihood of anyone, playing the part of an 
honest broker in search of peace, being abl 
to sceure it. ‘The present outlook must, 
therefore, seem gloomy in that there is no- 
thing indicating the possibility of any termina- 
tion of the struggle which does not resuit i 
the utter defeat of one side or the other. Sir 
John Simon has very clearly defined the 
issues at stake when he said that the final 
result of this war will show whetlier the 
voluntary discipline in free democracies i 
more powerful than the mechanical slavery 
n the strongest of the totalitarian states. In

‘That which they have conceived as a form 
of government and international policy is an 
evil, festering thing which has to be removed 
i€ the whole of the world is not ultimately 
to be broken down and reduced to a helotry 
in which the alleged superior race—that pro- 
‘duction of the megalomaniac mind—would 
[secure physical and spiritual domination over 
the others. ‘The reported statements of the 
Nazi leaders to Mr. Welles constitute. a 
challenge which the Allies will not refrain 
from accepting. ‘They are not to be dismayed 
by these parades of high sounding words and 
allegations of might any more than they 
‘were twenty-five years ago.. ‘They realize as 
does the rest of the world that Herr Hitler 
has failed his own people, in being unable 
to secure all he wanted without plunging 
them into that war which he promised they 
should not experience. He has proved him~ 
self the prevaricator he is known to be, 
for when he had the chaneo of avoiding 
war by disgorging his ill-gotten spoils, he 
broke his word, and the German people 
must continue to suffer under the enormous 
economic pressure which the blockade is 
exerting until in the slow process of time 
they reach that last ditch, of which he speaks 
so frequently, and from which the Allies 
are just as determined as he to emerge 
victorious. 














THE PAST SEMESTER 


March 5, 


Despite all the bombastic boastings of the 
Nazi leaders the first six months of warfare 
has in no way improved the German position, 
while it may safely be said that the Allies 
have emerged from it very much better than 
they had reason to expect at the outset of 
hostilities. Within a few hours of the de- 
claration of war by the Allies the Reich had 
embarked upon its submarine campaign, 
taking it up with the same ruthlessness and 
disregard for international law, and conven 
tions signed within recent years governing 
conduct in times of war. It was stated that 
the Allies were better fiited to deal with the 
U-boat menace than ever before, and events. 
have proved the claims to be true. With all its 
energies devoted to submarine and mine 
warfare, the use of the magnetic mine and 
mine-laying by aeroplane, Germany has failed 
to secure any results comparable with those of 
the tragic month of April, 1917. ‘The loss of 
Allied shipping is small as compared with the 
‘amount of tonnage continually at risk, and 
while, by reason of the convoy system, the 
number of trips made by each vessel is re- 
duced there is nothing whatever to show 
that the German attempt at blockade need 
cause any great deal of anxiety. On the 
other hand the German mercantile has been 
swept from the seas, some of it captured and 
put into the service of the Allies as an offset 
to submarine and mine sinkings, while the 
rest socks refuge in neutral ports, waiting to 
make dashes for home with much wanted 
supplies, and scuttling if they see any danger 
of falling into the hands of the Allies, The 
extension of the blockade to German ex- 
ports has proved highly successful, and, if 
it is true as Herr Hitler has claimed that 
Germany must export or die, it must already 
be in the unenviable position of awaiting the 
anticipated end to the stranglehold which the 
Allies have placed upon German economy. 
It may be a slow process, but the last war 
showed its inevitability and there is no new 
development in this one to suggest that it 
will not make the same contribution to the 
expected Allied victory, 

In considering the claims which the Ger- 
nans make concerning the damage they al- 
lege they have done to the Allies, it ix in- 
teresting to note that when it comes to figures 
the Reich handles them just as carelessly as. 
t does other -matters where truth is con- 
cerned. Thus in connection with the shoot- 
ing down of a Belyian airman when he: was 
trying to warn a German aeroplane trespas- 
sing over Belgium, the Belgian statement de~ 
clares that three of their machines took the 
air to pursue the invader. The Germans 
profess there were seven, suggesting ratios 
which could with safety be applied to Ger- 
man claims of success on the one hand and 
allegations of damage done to the enemy on 
the other. ‘The German claims concerning 
alleged sticcesses during the past six months 
of fighting are so fantastic as to call for no 
particular oficial comment, while the Ger- 
man addiction to the untrath is by now so 
manifest that they fail to carry any con- 
vietion whatever. On the other hand the 
suecesses of the Allies in the air as well as 
fon the sea are imposing, British aeroplanes 
nightly make deep raids into Germany, ap- 
pearing even over Berlin and scattering the 
“bomphlets" which cause the German officials 
50 much annoyance, and the possession of 
which leads individuals into trouble. Nightly

One thing has always to be 
remembered when considering the allegations 
of success which the Reich is continually 
making ‘The Germans are already subjected 
{o conditions unparalleled in any opposing 
country, and it is necessary for Herr Hitler 
nd his colleagues to maintain an atmosphere 
of apparent suecess for the purpose of bolster- 
ing up the morale of a people who must be 
asking themselves why, if everything is, going 
s0 well, they are subjected to such irksome 
restrietions, 

This is not to suggest for one moment that 
German morale is weakening. ‘That may not 
come for a considerable time yet, but the 
continual veluetanee of the Reich to tell the 
people the truth, the persistent endeavour to 
bolster up their’ spirits in the manner they 
are doing, are elear indications to most ob- 
servers that they realize their peril, and are 
doing their utmost to postpone the evil day. 
Without, undue optimism it may be said that 
the Allies are doing better than they had 
‘my Yeason to expect at the beginning of the 
war. ‘The hesitations of Herr Hitler have 
given them every opportunity to repair any 
aps there might have been in their armour 
























six months ago, On land there have been very 
few and unspectacular developments. In 
their heavy fortifications the opposing armics 





await new moves, but even here it has to 
bbe remembered that the British Expeditionary 
Force has been allowed to yet into position, 
ven time to call up and train reinforee- 
ments, and is generally in a much better 
position than it was in 1914 when it crossed 
the Channel and was immediately thrown 
into the fray, ‘The unanimous rallying of the 
individual members of the British Common- 
‘wealth to the defence of democracy and the 
quiet determination shown in Britain and 
France {0 see this thing through to the end, 
are factors on the spiritual side of the situa 
tion which should not be overlooked in 
arriving at any assessment of the position 
after this semester of fighting. On the sea 
the Allies have demonstrated their complete 
superiority over Germany, in the air the 
German insistence upon superiority is proved 
to have no substance whatever, and while on 
land for the moment there may be 0 stale- 
mate, whieh the Allies can sufely leave for 
Horr’ Hiller to seek to break, there is nothing 
in the situation which should give eause for 
any anxiety ax to the future, Herr Hitler's 
failure {0 launch the much thought of 
blitzkrieg has given the Allies the decided 
vantage of six months in which to make 
equate dispositions to meet whatever threat 
the future may have, and while it would be 
the height of stupidity to underestimate the 
enemy, there is ample ground for viewing 
the fulure with a quiet confidence which 
can be fustified.

Chungking, Mar, 3. 
‘The future of Shanghai as a great 
trading port is said to be threatened 
as a result of another attempt by the 
Yellow River, known for centuries as 
“China's Sorrow,” to change the 
landscape of the country, According 
to the latest information received 
here, the river's waters, carrying mud 
‘and silt from the mountains and 
plains of north-western China, are 
pouring into the Yangtze River, via 
the Hwai River. 


River conservancy experts are of 
the opinion that so much silt and 
water are going into the Yangtze that 
eventually this will bring about its 
overflowing, resulting in the floodi 
of the countryside of the lower 

{te valley and probably changing the 
course of the Yangtze. 

Changing of the course of the Yel- 
low and Yangtze Rivers, they be- 
Heve, would not only once more flood 
‘and destroy hundreds of rich indus- 
trial and agricultural towns and eities 
in east Kiangsu and Chekiang, but 
would also seal the fate of Shanghai 
as the greatest industrial, nancial 
‘and trading port of the Fur East. 

Once, in ancient Chinese history, 
the Yangtze, Yellow and Hwai 
Rivers joined and flowed into. the 
sea at Hangchow Bay, via Wusih 
and Soochow. When the waters of 
the Taihu Lake, north of Hangehow, 
became low during dry seasons, the 
ruins of onee flourishing towns’ and 
cities “were clearly visible at its 
bottom. ‘These towns were destroy 
ed as the Yellow River changed its 
course centuries ayo.

New Chinese Primary School to Be Built for 300 
Pupils ; Bicycle Sheds Deferred Until 1940

HE Education Department Estimates of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council were considered at a meeting of the Education Board 


on February 2, As emphasized 


in the estimates of other depart-| 


ments already’ published, the Superintendent of Education had 
collaborated with the ‘Treasurer to reduce his Budget to the lowest 


possible figure. Included in the 


items of Extraordinary Expendi- 


ture was a sum of $33,000 to provide for an additional Chinese 
Primary School, to house 300 pupils, at the corner of Kiaochow’ 


and Singapore Roads. 


It was noted that in 1939 the Council had’ 
favourably endorsed this project.

S.M.C. Price Control 
Discussed 


Shanghai, Feb, 29.

‘The number of analyses carried out 
wag 6,076, the highest ever recorded 
and an inerease of 1,081 samples over 
last year. | Fees eharged amounted to 
$14,070, whieh is also an all-time re- 
cord and indicative of the growth of

Altogether 1451 samples were test- 
ed, free of charge, for the various 
branches of the Department. Eight |

The second article, dealing 
with traffic matters, follows:— 

‘TraMic conditions in the Northern and Eastern areas iad not 
returned to normal during the year and the resultant heavy con- 
gestion in the Central and Western Areas continued. The total 
number of vehicle licences of all types showed a small increase 
ever the previous year. Accidents, injuries and deaths showed 
fn. increase over the preceding year.

Mental Hygiene 
Development in Shanghai 


To the Editor of the 
‘“Nonm-Cinva Dany News" 

‘Sim—In view of Shanghai's recent 
interest in Mental Hygiene, your 
readers might like to haves few 
notes on its history. 

‘Mental Hygiene began dramatically. 
In 1908, Clifford Beers, a Yale Uni- 
versity ' graduate, who’ had been a 
patient in both ‘public and private 
hhospitals for the insane in America, 
ublished is experiences in these 
institutions ina book entitled “A Mind. 
that Found Itself," and when he had 
fully recovered his health, he deter- 
mined to devote the rest’of his life 
{o arousing public interest in the pre- 
vention and care of mental diseases. 
He succeeded in organizing the Con- 
necticut Stale Committee for Mental 
Hygiene in the same year, and. in 
1009 "the "National Committee for 
‘Mental “Hygiene was formally or 





ganized. 

‘The Committee was convinced that 
all was not well in the State mental 
institutions, and surveys were made 
in order to raise the standards for the 
care’ of mental patients; surveys that 
‘yielded much valuable data and re- 
[sulted in many improvements, 


‘the public conscience was aroused, 
Jand surveys were then made. of penal 
institutions, reformatories, and. pri- 
sons. Investigations showed that 
‘many delinquents and criminals were 
mentally deflelent or insane, and 
therefore in need of custodial care’ 
Jn proper institutions. 

‘From that time onwards, the move~ 
ment spread rapidly, first in the: 
United “States, and Jater to Canada 
(where they did 
in 1918) France, Belgium, 

Britain, Brazil, South Africa, Spain, 
Haly, Switzerland, Germany, Hung: 
ary, New Zealand, Bulgaria, Holland, 
‘Australia, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, 
Russia, India, Japan and Czechoslo- 
vakla, and recently to China. Thus, 
In the thirty years since Its incep- 
ton, the movement has become world- 





wide, and there is now an Inter- 
national Committee for Mental 
Hygiene, 

Tn ail these countries Mental 


Hygiene and Child Guidance Clinics 
have beon established, methods of 
caring for the insane ‘and mentally 
defective have been improved, and 
[general educational activities carried 
fon by micans of lectures, pamphlets, 
te, until today there is scarcely a 
Single country where this important 
‘work Is not in progress, 

Of necessity, the movement frst 
concentrated upon the urgent public 
hhealth problems of mental disease 
‘and delinquency, but the leaders 
learly visualized it as being con- 
cerned with the whole 
‘ment of the human individual, Thus 
education, marriage, parenthood,

‘When the appeal came on for hear- 

gon February 27, 1940, Mr. 
‘Newman who appeared for the appel- 
lant at once abandoned the second of 
his grounds, which, he frankly ad- 
mitted, was’ at best merely a state- 
‘ment of matters which could only: ce 
Invoked. if at all, as argument in aid 
of his first ground. 

‘The case therefore, as stated in the 
grounds of appeal and as argued by 
‘Mr. Newman, resolved itself into this 
simple compass: that the leatned (ial 
Judge in his summing up, which was 
in every paragraph accepted by Mr. 
Newman as a complete and impee- 
cable statement of law and of fact, 
hod nevertheless misdirected the jury 
1m that he had failed or omitted speci 
fically to draw the attention of the 
Jury to that portion of the judgment 
of Viscount Sankey L. C. in Wool- 
nington versus the Director of Public 
Prosecutions (1925) AC. 462 which is 
found at page 482 in that report in 
the following words:— 

It (he Crown) may prove malice 
cither expressly or by. Implication, 
For malice may be implied where 
death oceurs as the result of a volur~ 
tary act of the accused, which is (1) 
intentional and (2)' unprovoked. 
When evidence of death and malice 
hhas been given (this 1s a question for 
the jury)" the accused is entitled to 
show by evidence or by examination 
of the circumstances adduced by the 
Crown that the act on his part which 
caused death was either unintentional 
or provoked. “If the jury are either 
satisfied with his explanation, or, 
upon a review of all the evidence, 
are left in reasonable doubt whether, 
even if his explanation be not ae- 
cepted, the net was unintentional oF 
provoked, the prisoner is entitled to 
be acquitted”, which, as Mr. Newman 
‘at the trial below admitted, eould in 
this case at best mean acquitted of 
murder, 

OF the lengthy exhaustive summing 
up of the learned trial Judge Mr. 
Newman has. no. positive eriticism: 
with every paragraph of it he has ex- 
pressed himself as being in humble 
‘but wholehearted agreement. But, he 
says, there is from that summing’ up 
@ grave, a vital omission, in that the 
Jearned trial Judge, though he had 
correctly charged the Jury on, the 
‘question of onus of proof and "rca- 
sonable doubt", and incidentally in 
the course of 'so chariting the jury 
had quoted at length from the Lord 
Chaneellor's speech in Wootmington's 
case, had misdireeted the jury in that 
hhe had failed to add to his otherwise 
lunexceptionable charge the express 
statement that if the jury upon a 
review of all the evidence were left 
Jn reasonable doubt whether, even if 
the prisoner's explanation be not ac- 
cepted, the aet was unintentional or 
provoked, the prisoner was entitled 10 
bbe acquitted, 

Very shortly after Mr. Newman's 
argument was developed it became 
‘abundantly clear that its force and 
effect must depend on the acceptance 
by this Court of the proposition that 
in every eriminal trial it is the duly 
of the irial Judge to charge the jury 
‘on three separate and unrelated ques- 
Nions:—frstly, that throughout a 
criminal trial’ (unless statutory obli 
tions are imposed on the accused) the 
‘onus of proof is on the prosecution; 
secondly, that the existence of rea. 
sonable doubt means that the prosecu- 
tion has failed to diseharge that onus 
of proof and that in consequence of 
that doubt in the mind of the jury 
the prisoner is entitled to an ac- 
quittal at their hands, and thirdly that 
if upon a review of all the evidence 
the jury are left in reasonable doubt 
whether, even if the prisoner's ex- 
planation be not accepted, the act was 
unintentional or provoked, the prison 
er is enlitled to be acquitted. 

Mr. Newman was unable to direct 
‘our attention to any authority for this 
construction of the judgment in Wool 
mington's case, nor have we been able 
from other sourees to find any au 
thority for the proposition, despite 
the fact that, following on the judg- 
ment every ‘text book writer” had 
materially to recast the relevant pata~ 
graphs of his text book and every 
judge presiding over a criminal trial 
‘was ealled upon to construe the judg 
ment and apply it to the particulars 
fof the ease before hima, and that every 
such trial was subject to review by 
the Court of Criminal Appeal. 

‘The argument of Mr. Newman 
coupled with his frank admission that 
the first and second of hhix suggested 
ditties of # trial judge had in this case 
been fully and ‘correctly dischar, 
Inevitably involves a close exai 
tion of the circumstances in 
And the reasons for which the learned 
Lord Cnancellor spoke ax he di 
Woolmington’s case.

‘The Attorney General then granted 
his flat for a further appeal’ to the 
House of Lords, the sole point at 
Issue being that’ of onus of proof.

‘The portion of that speech, 
the omission of which Mr. Newinan 
‘complains of, Is clearly only explana- 
tory and illustrative of the miscon- 
‘ception on the real law as to onus of 
proof which had becn current for at 
Teast 170 years. On no other inter- 
pretation of that paragraph can one 
Feeoncile and explain the paragraph 
which immediately follows.
